ST. PAU&, Mar. 10.—Tip- 


toeing gingerly down streets 
and alleys, prodding fearfully 
among shrubbery and brush, 
squads of St. Paul police and 
erstwhile youthful pranksters, 
the oldest 11 years old, today 
combed the district around St.

100 sticks of dynamite which 
the boys admitted they had 
"scattered all over the neigh- 
borhood."
